ConuUntinople, Feb. 13,—There is a dis- 


position in official circles here to bold the 
powen re*pon»ible for anything that may 
happen in Crete. The Sultan has been 
prevailed upon by the ambassadors to 
refrain from sending reinforcements of 
troops to Crete, and has been not i fled in 
return that the powers have decided not 
to permit the landing of the Greeks in 
Crete. 


It has been semi-officially announced 


that the coned! of foreign ministers faaa 
decided that Turkey will remain passive, 
pending the efforts of the powers to pre- 
vent direct Greek intervention in Crete. 


But it is further stated tbat if the pow- 


ers are succeulul in their efforts to pre- 
vent any farther intervention apon the 
part of Greece, the Turkish government 
with be compelled to commence military 
operations on the Thesealonian frontier. 
In othe words Turkey will declare war 
against Greece and promptly invade the 
country.

v, 19, "Go hfttne to thy friends and tell 
hem hdwr great things the Lord hath done 
or thee." 


There are a great many people longing 


'or some grand sphere In which to serve 
tod. They admiro Luther at the diet of 
Worms, and only wish that they had some 
uoh great opportunity in which to display 
heir Christian prowess. 
They admire 


Paul making Felix tremble, and they only 
wish that they had some such grand occa- 
sion in which to preach righteousness, tem- 
penraae and judgment to come. All they 
want la an opportunity to exhibit their 
Christian heroism. Now the apostle cornea 
o us, and he practically says, "I will show 
vou a placo where you can exhibit *11 that 
s grand and beautiful and glorious In 
hristian character, and that is the domes- 


tic circle." 


If one ia not faithful In an insignificant 


sphere, ho will not bo faithful in a resound- 
ng sphere. If Peter will not help the crlp- 
plo at the gate of the t&nplc, ho will never 


able to preach 8,000 souls into the king- 


dom at the Pentecost. K Paul will not 
;ake pains to instruct in the %vay of salva- 
tion the sheriff of tho Phllippian dungeon, 
10 will never make Felix tremble. He who 
is not faithful in a skirmish would not be 
faithful in an Armageddon. 
Tho fuct is, 


we are all placed ia just the position in 
which we can moat (rraudly serve God, and 
we ought not to be chiefly thoughtful about 
some sphere of usefulness which we may 
after awhile gain, but the all absorbing 
question with you and with me ought to 
oo, "Lord, what wilt thou have me (now 
and here) to do?" 


Blcnlflcance of Borne. 


There la ono word in my text around 


which the most of our thoughts will today 
revolve. That word is home. Ask ten dif- 
ferent men the meiminjr of that word and 
they will give you ten different definitions. 
To one It means love at the hearth, it 
means plenty at the table, Industry at the 
workstend, intelligence at the books, de- 
votion at tho altar. To Mm 1C means a 
greeting at the door and a smile at the 
thair. Peace hovering like winga. Joy 
clapping its bands with laughter. Life a 
tranquil lake 
Pillowed on the ripples 


sleep tho shadows. 


A sic another man what home Is and he 


will tell you it is want looking out of a 
cheerless fire grate and kneading hunger in 
an empty bread tray. The dump air sbiv- 
ering with curses. No Bible on the shelf. 
Children, robbers and murderers in, em- 
bryo. Vile songs their lullabv. 'Every face 
a picture of ruin. Want in the background 
and sin etarlug from the front. No Sab- 
bath wave rolling over that doorsill. Ves- 
tibule of the pit. Shadow of Intel-mil walls. 
Furnace for" forging everlasting chains. 
Faggote for an .unending funeral pile. Aw- 
ful word! It is spelled with curses, it 
weeps with ruin, it chokes with woe, It 
sweats with tho death agony of despair. 


Tho word home In the one case means 


everything bright. The word home in tho 
other case means everything terrific. 
v 


I shall speak to you of home as a test of 


character, home as a refuge, home as a po- 
litical safeguard, home as a school and 
home as a typo of heaven. 


And in the first place I remark that i 


home is a powerful test of character. The ] 
disposition in public may be in gay cos- j 
tumo, while in private it is in dishabille, i 
A<? play actors may appear in one way on I 
the stage and may appear in another way 
behind the scenes, so private charaater may 
be very different from public character, j 
Private character is often public character 
turned wrong side out. A mrm may re- 
ceive you Into his parlor as though lie wero 
a distillation of simles, and yet his heart 
in ay bo a swamp of nettles. 'There aro 
business men who all day long arc mild 
and courteous and genial and good natural 
in commercial life, keeping buck their ir- 
ritability, and their petulance, and t-ieir 
discontent, but at nightfall the dam 
breaks and scolding pours forth in floods 
end freshets. 


Reputation Is only tho shadow of charac- 


ter, and a very small house sometimes will 
cast a very long shadovr. The lips may 
RCcm to drop myrrh find c;issia, and the 
disposition to bo aa bright and warm as a 
sheaf of sunbeams, and yet they may only 
be, a magnificent show window to a wretch- 
ed stock of goods. There is many a man 
who is affable in public-life and amid com- 
mercial spheres Vi ho, in n cowardly way, 
takes his anger ancihispotultmoo home aud 
drops them in tho domestic circle. 


Piety at Home. 


The reason men do not display their bad 


temper ia public ia because they do not 
want to be knocked, down. There ore men 
who hides their petulance and their irri- 
tability just for th6 same reason that they 
do not let their notes go to protest—It does 
not pay. Or for the same reason that they 
do not want a man in their stock company 
to sell his stock at less than the right price, 
lest it depreciate tho value. As at sunset 
the wind rises, so after a Bunnhiny day 
there may be a tempestuous night. *p,ere 
are people who in public act the philan- 
thropist who at home act tho Nora with 
re.spect to their slippers and their gown. 


Audubon, the great ornithologist, with 


gun and pencil went through the forests 
of America to bring down and to sketch 
the beautiful birds, and after years of toil 
and exposure completed his manuscript 
and put it in a trunk in Philadelphia tor 
a few days of recreation and rest and came 
back and found that the rats had utterly 
destroyed the manuscript, but without 
any discomposure and without any fret or 
bad temper, he again nicked up his gun 
and pencil and visited {.gain all the great 
forests of America and reproduced his im- 
mortal work. And yet there aro people 
with the ten-thousandth part of that loss 
who are utterly irreconcilable, who, at the 
loss of a pencil or an article of raiment, 
Will blow aa long and sharp aa a northeast 
storm. 


Now, that man who Is affable in public 


and who is irritable In private Is making a 
fraudulent overissue of gtoek, vand he is as 
bad as a bank that -might have $400,000 or 
$500,000 of bills In circulation, with no 
specie in the vault. Let us learn "to show 
piety at home." If we have it not there, 
wo have It not anywhere. If wa nave not 
genuine grace in the family circle, all our 
•utward and public plausibility merely 
springs from a fear of the world or ftorn 
tho slimy, putrid pool of our own selfish- 
ness. I tell you tho homo is a mighty test 
of character. What you are at home you 
ore everywhere, whether you demonstrate 
It or not.

Home IB n School. 


Further, I remark that home is a school. 


Old ground must bo turned up with sub 
soil plow, anil it mu^t be harrowed and re 
harrowed, and then the crop w ill not be at 
large as that of the new ground with less 
culture. Now, youiih and childhood art 
new ground, and nil tho influences thrown 
over their heart and life will come up In 
after life Inxurianiiy. Every time you 
have given a smile of approbation all Ch< 
good cheer of your life will come up again 
In the geniality of your children. And ev 
cry cbulitlon of anger and every uncon 
^reliable display of indignation will be fuel 
to their disposition 90 or 30 or 40 years 
Irom now—fuel for a bad flrc a qutirtcr ol 
K. century from this. Yon pmtee tho in- 
telligence of your child too much some- 
times when youthmk he U not aware ol 
it, and you will set the result of it before 
tcu years of ago in his annoying affecta 
tions. You praise his beauty, supposing 
he is not large eLOugh to understand what 
you say, and you will find him standing 
on a high chair before a flattering mirror. 


i Words and deeds and example are the seed 
I of character, and (hildren ore very apt to 


be tho second edition of their parents 
Abraham bogat IMI.IC, so virtue i«s apt to go 
down in the ancestral line, but Herod be- 
pat Archelaus, so iniquity 5s Transmitted. 
What vast responsibility comes upon par 
ents in view of this subject! 


Oh, make your home the brightest place 


OB earth if you would charm your children 
to the high path (>f virtue and rectitude 
and religion1 Do not always turn the 
blinds the wrong way. Let the light which 
puts gold on the gentian and spots tht 
pansy pour into your dwellings. Do not 
expect the little frft to keep step to a dead 
march. Do not cover up your walls with 
such pictures ns West's "Death ou a PaU 
Hon=c" or Tintoretto's " Massacre of the 
Innocents." Bather cover them, if you 
have pictures, with'' The Hawking Party,'' 
and "The Mill by the Mountain Stream," 
and "The Fox Hunt," and "The Children 
Amid Flowers," aod '' Tho Harvest 
Scene," and "Tho Saturday Night Mar- 
keting."

CONVICTS TO BUILD STATE ROADS 


A Bill Was Introduced and Met Vigor- 


ous Opposition. State Debt in- 


creased. Mass. Benefit Asso- 


ciation Report Delayed. 


The woman suffragists hare aohiwed 


a partial victory this year if nothing more. 
The preliminary sklrailsh in their fight 
for a general suffrage resolve is theirs, for 
the committee on constitutional amend- 
ments has reported in favor of the resolve. 
Two of the members of (he committee, 
dissented, both were Democrats and it 
was expected that thej would. 


The report of the committee wa» pre- 


sented to the house Thursday afternoon. 
There were several women in the galleries 
when the report was read. 
The real 


flght has yet to come, for there will be a 
strong opposition to the advancement of 
the bill a* reported by the committee. 


In Behalf of Woman Suffrage. 


The hearing on the matter was held be- 


fore the committee on Wednesday. The 
veteran, Henry B. Blackwell. of Boston, 
who has been identified with this move- 
ment for nearly half a century, was pres- 
ent to advocate the cause, bat his voice 
was sadly deficient on account of a severe 
cold, and the brunt of the battle devolved 
npon his daughter, Alice Stone Blackwell. 
She presented the arguments of the case 
most admirably. It was only a year or 
two ago, that her mother appeared before 
this constitutional amendment committee 
and plead for the same recognition for 
her sex, that her accomplished and bril- 
liant daughter plead for Wednesday The 
honored Lucy Stone Blaofcwell has gone, 
but she has left the cause an able and an 
earnest champion in the person of her 
daughter. 


The hearing was a brief one. There 


were no remonstrants. The committee 
room was filled with spectators, the great 
majority of whon were women. It was 
one of the most interesting hearings of 
the session, and Miss Blackwell was the 
star of the occasion.

It is hardly 
probable, however, that the Common- 
wealth is ready to spend more money on 
the inmates of her penal institutions, for 
there can be little doubt, but that they 
are cared for and treated as well, if not 
better, than the prisoners in a majority of 
the other state institutions in this nation.

else the burden will become too great to 
bear.
